In a very short time 
we became aware of the fact that 
among the many other interesting 
features of the new town the most 
interesting of all was Mr. Wilbur him- 
self. Born and reared on a farm in 
Maine, he came to manhood,' robust 
In body and mind, and with an ever- 
lasting love of oat-door life and its 
charms which he had learned to love 


About 25 years ago Mr. Wilbur en- 


tered the real estate business and for 
a quarter of a century now has de- 
voted himself extensively to 
this 


work. The success ot Ms efforts is 
evidenced in the fact that he is now 
at the head of one of the largest real 
estate firms in 
the New England 


states. 
, 


The home of Mr. Wilbur is now in 


Brookllne; Mass., with the principal 
offices of his company in Boston, and 
they have agencies in nearly all of 
the leading cities of the north and 
south. 


About four years ago Mr. Wilbur 


realized the necessity of getting away 
from the cold winters of the north 
and came to Florida in search of a 
desirable place 
to 
build a winter 


home. The first winter in the state 
he visited the principal cities, trav 
eling from Jacksonville to the West 
Coast, and from Jacksonville to Key 
Wost^ and Cuba. Becoming satisfied 
that the East Coast of the state best 
suited his desires for a winter home, 
there remained only the question of 
where on the East Coast. As an in- 
stance of the 
gentleman's careful 


study and consideration of all mat- 
ters we note the fact that he was not 
satisfied to make a final selection of 
a winter home until, while spending 
two winters at the Clarendon hotel, 
he made a careful canvass on the East 
Coast from St. Augustine on the north 
to Miami on the south in an automo- 
bile to find just the spot beat suited 
to his ideas.

In Christinas week of 1913 Mr. Wil- 


bur arrived from 
Boston, bringing 


with him a crew of meu, two spans 
ot l»rg« draft horses, ana all neces- 
sary, machinery for clearing the land 
and building roads and streets. After 
remaining here exactly three months 
Mr. Wilbur returned to Boston, the 
laat w«ek In March, fully satisfied 
with his (iret winter's work. In this 
period »f time he had dredged a eanal 
from the main channel of the Halifax I 


river to the border* of the new town 
and bttUt substantial docks and acorn- 
modiotiB pavlllion, where one may rest 
and read or flsb atj'the heart desires. 


The next step was to Install a syg. 


tern ol water work* which was done 
in a very short time. la the pumping 
station was Installed two ISOO^aUon 
tanks into which the water is pumped 
by a gasoline engine. In these tanks 
there Is an air pressure of from to to 
65 pounds all the time, which forces 
the water into all of the cottages. At 
this time more than one and a half 
miles ot water pipe have been laid, 
extending from one end of the town 
to the other and 
supplying every 


house with an abundance of water for 
all purposes.

The first season saw the completion 


of 10 houses in all, including the pret- 
ty home which Mr. Wilbur built for 
himself and which be and his family 
have occupied the present season. 
Among the other Improvements of the 
first season we note the building and 
shelling of streets, an approach to 
the ocean beach, a tennis court, cro- 
quet grounds and sundry other things 
to make the place both beautiful and 
attractive. 
- . 


After an absence of nine months 


Mr. Wilbur returned, arriving again 
in Christmas week and bringing with 
him the same force of men and horses 
to continue the work which he had un- 
dertaken just a year previous; and 
now at 
the 
expiration of another 


three months on the eve of his de- 
parture for the north, he leaves the 
town more than, doubled in size and 
beauty. The town 
now boasts of 


nearly 
two 
miles 
of shelled and 


graded streets. 


Being curious to know what it was 


that attracted Mr. Wilbur to this par- 
ticular place on the' peninsula, we 
made bold to ask him to give us his 
reasons, and his answer was: "The 
ocean, the river 
and these large 


mounds of shells," and then added: 
"I wanted to see what I could do with 
this combination." In answer to the 
question: "What are your plans for 
the future?" Mr. Wilbur replied: "I 
really have no fixed plans for the fu- 
ture. 
In the first place I did not 


come here to build a town, but a 
winter home; I have made no special 
effort to sell lots, but have sold only 
to those who, coming here, have been 
attracted by the place and wanted to 
buy and build homes here." 


Mr. Wilbur furthermore assured us 


that he had been quite careful as to 
just who bought and settled in the 
new town as he 
was particular to 


have there only the best class of 
people. On pressing the question as 
to the future, Mr. Wilbur freely ad- 
mitted that, in spite of liiui origins' 
plans, it seemed now to aim Sat the 
town would grow to much larger pro- 
portions than he had at first antici 
pated and that If all circumstances 
combined to so order, he would do all 
w.ithin his power to help in its suc- 
cess. 


The location of the town is at the 


narrowest point on the peninsula, 
which is only 800 feet wide at this 
point, and it is about two miles south 
of Port 
Orange bridge and seven 


miles south of Daytona. It has been 
agreed between Mr. Wilbur and those 
who have bought property there that 
he shall have Installed by another 
season an electric 
lighting plant, 


•which will complete a full list of all 
modern conveniences. 


With the present development of 


Wilbur-by-the-Sea, and the new town 
of Allandale on the opposite side of 
the river; with the coming this sum- 
mer of the electric railway from Day- 
tona, It is a question ot only a very 
few years until a new bridge will span 
the Halifax between the two places 
and the electric cars will cross the 
river to Wilbur and return to Day- 
tona by way of the peninsula,'pos- 
sibly within less than two years. 


Work for the present season at 


Wilbur-by-the-Sea will close down on 
Saturday night and all of Mr. Wil- 
bur's immediate party will at once 
leave for Boston, with the exception 
of Contractor Eaton, \Tho remains to 
build a home for himself and possibly 
one other house.

"In the place, will have a pretty home 
erected in time to be occupied durins 
cottage built by John 'H. Carr. 


Mr. and Mrs. Parker, of Freming-

that several other cottages will be 
erected in time to eb occupied during 
the next winter. 


Mr .Wilbur says he is leaving at 


this time, regretting that he can not 
stay longer, and will look forward 
with great anticipation of pleaiure to 
he time when he can return and Join 
the pleasant company of friends wh» 
have cast their Iota with him In the 
new town of Wllbur-by-th«-S«a.

With the slaughter of game birds, 


laws have become more strict, differ- 
ent states have gradually adopted 
laws for protecting birds and now the 
government, through the Department 
of Agriculture Is most active in this 
direction. 


Tbe man who bunts must take out 


a license, the boy who hunts without 
one is a law breaker, and the man 
who hunts without one is more than 
a law breaker. 
The United States 


government is now taking a hand in 
the protection of birds through the 
migratory bird law 
The chief game I 


warden .of the United States, Col. J. 
H. Acklen, Is authority for the state- 
ment that the law will be enforced 
to its fullest extent. 


The destruction of birds has be- 


come a national peril. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 
has 
found in- 


sects steadily on the increase bey 
cause of the killing of all kinds of In- 
sectivorous birds. The government 
does not protect the English spar- 
row, the crow or chicken hawk. 


In several states hunting is per- 


mitted in the spring season. As the 
•birds fly northward these states per- 
mit them to be killed. The depart- 
ment has intervened and now for- 
bids a continuance of this spring 
shooting which has been done as the 
nesting season was beginning. 


Speaking of the new federal law, 


Col. Acklen 
says: 
"That the law 


meets a long felt want, of uniformity 
'n protecting the migratory birds, 
must be admitted by all who have 
given the subject serious thought 
This Is an age of progress and ad- 
vanced ideas and the migratory bird 
law is the most progressive measure 
in game and" insectivorous bird pro- 
tection ever enacted in this country. 
Under it many ineffective methods in 
various states will be corrected 


Government protection Is effective, 


and the man who would defy a local 
warden will think twice before oppos- 
ing authority vested in a federal offi- 
cial, pne great destroyer of game ib 
the market hunter 
He spares noth- 


ing that commands a market and I 
have come to the conclusion that the 
only way to be rid of him is to ab- 
solutely prohibit the sale of game, 
and only then will he quit the busi- 
ness. The spirit of conservation Is 
rapidly growing. The strong arm of 
the federal government which Is far 
more potent in effect than the entire 
body of any state is embodied in the 
migratory bird law. 


'In permitting the shooting of owls, 


woodpeckers , robins and meadow 
Jarks. the farmer, gardner and fruit 
grower is destroying workers who 
willingly toil for him more than eight 
hours daily. Instead 
of destroying 


these faithful servants, who do so 
much to eliminate field rodents and 
insects of all kinds, the farmer should 
protect and encourage the services. 


"The department of agriculture Buys 


that the annual loss to crops in this 
country from worms and insects is 
now nearly one hundred million dol- 
lars. Birds are the principal protec- 
tion against these pests and in kill- 
ing the birds the farmer is only help- 
ing to make his loss the greater."

In body and mind, and with an ever 
lasting love of oat-door life and its 
charms which he had learned to love 


About 25 years ago Mr. Wilbur en 


tered the real estate business and for 
a quarter of a century now has de 
voted himself extensively to 
this 


work. The success ot Ms efforts is 
evidenced in the fact that he is now 
at the head of one of the largest real 
estate firms in 
the New England 


states.

The home of Mr. Wilbur is now in 


Brookllne; Mass., with the principal 
offices of his company in Boston, and 
they have agencies in nearly all of 
the leading cities of the north and 
south. 


About four years ago Mr. Wilbur

In these tanks 
there Is an air pressure of from to to 
65 pounds all the time, which forces 
the water into all of the cottages. At 
this time more than one and a half 
miles of water pipe have been laid,

The first season saw the completion 


of 10 houses in all, including the pret- 
ty home which Mr. Wilbur built for 
himself and which he and his family 
have occupied the present season. 
Among the other improvements of the 
first season we note the building and 
shelling of streets, an approach to 
the ocean beach, a tennis court, cro- 
quet grounds and sundry other things 
to make the place both beautiful and 
attractive.

After an absence of nine months 


Mr. Wilbur returned, arriving again 
in Christmas week and bringing with 
him the same force of men and horses 
to continue the work which he had un- 
dertaken just a year previous; and 
now at 
the 
expiration of another 


three months on the eve of his de- 
parture for the north, he leaves the 
town more than, doubled in size and 
beauty. The town 
now boasts of 


nearly 
two 
miles 
of shelled and 


graded streets. 


Being curious to know what it was 


that attracted Mr. Wilbur to this par- 
ticular place on the' peninsula, we 
made bold to ask him to give us his 
reasons, and his answer was: "The 
ocean, the river 
and these large 


mounds of shells," and then added: 
"I wanted to see what I could do with 
this combination." In answer to the 
question: "What are your plans for 
the future?" Mr. Wilbur replied: "I 
really have no fixed plans for the fu- 
ture. 
In the first place I did not 


come here to build a town, but a 
winter home; I have made no special 
effort to sell lots, but have sold only 
to those who, coming here, have been 
attracted by the place and wanted to 
buy and build homes here." 


Mr. Wilbur furthermore assured us 


that he had been quite careful as to 
just who bought and settled in the

people. On pressing the question as 
to the future, Mr. Wilbur freely ad- 
mitted that, in spit? of hid origins' 
plans, it seemed now to aim Sat the 
town would grow to much larger pro- 
portions than he had at first antici 
pated and that If all circumstances 
combined to so order, he would do all 
w.ithin his power to help in its suc- 
cess. 


The location of the town is at the 


narrowest point on the peninsula, 
which is only 800 feet wide at this 
point, and it is about two miles south 
of Port

season an electric 
lighting plant,

mer of the electric railway from Day- 
tona, It is a question of only a very 
few years until a new bridge will span 
the Halifax between the two places 
and the electric cars will cross the 
river to Wilbur and return to Day- 
tona by way of the peninsula, 'pos- 
sibly within less than two years. 


Work for the present season at 


Wilbur-by-the-Sea will close down on 
Saturday night and all of Mr. Wil- 
bur's immediate party will at once 
leave for Boston, with the exception 
of Contractor Eaton, \fho remains to 
build a home for himself and possibly 
one other house. 


Bishop Leete, of Atlanta, Ga., who 


bought one of the most desirable lots 
In the place, will have a pretty home 
erected In time to be occupied during 
cottage b«ilt by John >H. Carr. 


Mr. and Mrs. Parker, of Freming- 


ham Center, Mass.. who bought re- 
cently, will also build a nice home In 
;he early fall and It Is quite probable 
that several other cottages will be 
erected In time to eb occupied during 
the next winter. 


Mr .Wilbur says he Is leaving at 


this time, regretting that he can not 
stay longer, and will look forward 
with great anticipation of pleaiure to 
he time when he can return and join 
the pleasant company of friends whn 
have cast their lots with him In the 
new town of Wllbur-by-th*>S«a.

BIRD PROTECTION 


NEW FEDERAL LAWS PROTECT- 


ING 
MIGRATORY BIRDS WILL 


BE 
ENFORCED TO 
FULLEST 


EXTENT. 


Editor New Smyrna News: 


With the slaughter of game birds, 


laws have become more strict, differ- 
ent states have gradually adopted 
laws for protecting birds and now the 
government, through the Department 
of Agriculture is most active in this 
direction. 


The man who bunts must take out 


a license, the boy who hunts without 
one is a law breaker, and the man 
who hunts without one is more than 
a law breaker. 
The United States 


government is now taking a hand in 
the protection of birds through the 
migratory bird law 
The chief game I 


warden jot the United States, Col. J. 
H. Acklen, is authority for the state- 
ment that the law -will be enforced 
to its fullest extent. 


The destruction of birds has be- 


come a national peril. 
The Depart- 


ment of Agriculture 
has found in- 


sects steadily on the increase bey 
cause of the killing of all kinds of in- 
sectivorous birds. The government 
does not protect the English spar- 
row, the crow or chicken hawk. 


In several states hunting is per- 


mitted in the spring season. As the 
•birds Oy northward these states per- 
mit them to be killed. The depart- 
ment has intervened and now for- 
bids a continuance of this spring 
shooting -which has been done as the 
nesting season was beginning. 


Speaking of the new federal law, 


Col. 
Acklen 
says: 
"That the law 


meets a long felt want, of uniformity 
'n protecting the migratory birds, 
must be admitted by all who have 
given the subject serious thought 
This Is an age of progress and ad- 
vanced ideas and the migratory bird 
law is the most progressive measure 
in game and" insectivorous bird pro- 
tection ever enacted in this country. 
Under it many ineffective methods in 
various states will be corrected 


Government protection Is effective, 


and the man who would defy a local 
warden will think twice before oppos- 
ing authority vested in a federal offi- 
cial, pne great destroyer of game lb 
the market hunter 
He spares noth- 


ing that commands a market and 1 
have come to the conclusion that the 
only way to be rid of him is to ab- 
solutely prohibit the sale of game, 
and only then will he quit the busi- 
ness. The spirit of conservation Is 
rapidly growing. The strong arm of 
the federal government which is far 
more potent in effect than the entire 
body of any state is embodied in the 
migratory bird law. 


"In permitting the shooting of owls. 


woodpeckers , robins and meadow 
Jarks. the farmer, gardner and fruit 
grower Is destroying workers who 
willingly toil for him more than eight 
hours daily. Instead 
of destroying 


these faithful servants, who do so 
much to eliminate field rodents and 
Insects of all kinds, the farmer should 
protect and encourage the services. 


"The department of agriculture Buys 


that the annual loss to crops in this 
country from worms and insects is 
now nearly one hundred million dol- 
lars. Birds are the principal protec- 
tion against these pests and in kill- 
ing the birds the farmer is only help- 
ing to make his loss the greater."
